The reception thai Portsmouth adherents of the flghling Colonel had planned for him wai unmis- 
takably spoiled in port by th? weather. Rain that fell for hours previous to Koosevell's arrival had 
turned Tricy Park i^to 3. bog- almost, and forced the scene of Ihe address 
to Kendall'• hall.

lined Ninth rtreet; other hundreds, gathered at the depot, and Kendall's hall wai Billed so quickly 
there seemed no diminution of the crowd outside, which packed Seventh street for half a aqnara or 
more.

The reception to Jloosevelt was more of a partisan one than that given Taft, when "Honor to 


Oar President" took precedence of "Hail the Candidate." 


There was more enthusiasm for Roosevelt than wu accorded Taft when he was here, but 


this enthusiasm was not 10 rampant as that which has characterised many of the, Koosevelt m«t^ 
ings. Of course, the limited time he was here had much lo do with this, the people being to eager 
lo see and hear the renowned Teddy, they had no lime for ch'eerinff. 


Roosevelt was compelled to make two speeches, one to the crowd in Kendall's hall, the other 


lo the crowd in Seventh slreel, speaking to the latler from an automobile. He ignored Taft in his 
talk and failed to "sail into him," as had been anticipated. His strong point was a bitter arraign- 
menl of the bosses, coupled with an appeal to Ihe "masses against the interests."
